Instead of « sterile discussion, 
mainly on figures, the period now 
dlescribed—the close of 1922 and 
the whole of 1923—Is marked by 
dramatic action.

The issue was not whether the 
German Treasury should pay & 
million marka more or leas: It 
was whether Germany as a_poll- 
tlenl power should continue to 
exist ns a leading force in the 
European conclave. 

Few ‘of those not in the inner 
councils of diplomacy and stytes- 
manship fully grasped at the time 
the danger of the erisis which 
Europe traversed in 1923.) Few 
Readers 
of Lord d’Abernon’s Diary will 
reallse that If the French occupa- 
tion of the Ruhr, which wag car- 
ried through in January, 1923, had 
met with the trangu{l success an- 
ticlpated by its authors, Germany 
would have been deprived .of her 
richest province—the source of 
the greater portion of her {ndus- 
trial strength, Economically, mili- 
tarily ond politically, she would 
have. sunk to a subordinate posi- 
tion in the second ‘rank, : 

The consequences did not atop 
there, So severe an umputatfon 
as the Ruhr could not have been 
endured by the Reich without 
subversive political reaction, Dis- 
ruption would have oecurred; - 
vinces would have broken 


were . by 


only the’ most violent politleal 
partles would have been listened 
to—sober stntesmanship would 
have had no popular support. 

Tho position of Europe would 
have been similar to that which 
srosulted fromthe Peace of Tilsit 
In 1807, Indeed, the danger of 
subservience to “military power 
from which Britains had saved 
Europe on four hfstorical occn- 
siona—in the days of Philip of 
Spain; of Louis’ XIV.; of 
Napoleon, and of the Emperor 
William—might. haye become an 
accomplished fnet. Britain had op- 
posed the occupation of the Ruhr 
from the beginning, nnd had re- 
fused to be nssocinted with it, 
not only on legal grounds, but 
from an instinctive distrust of 6o 
violent a pollcy and of its pos- 
sible consequences and develop- 
ments. : 

Lord D’Abernon’s Diary reveals 
the true situation in 
records the bitter struggle which 
ensucd. On the one side, a de- 
termination so to weaken Germany 
as to ronder her innocuous for nil 
time, even at tho risk of political 
convulsion menacing the whole 
structure of Europe; on the other 
side, a firm, pacific will, bent on 
restoring harmony between ex- 
enemies, resolute on the appense- 
ment of animosities, and directed 
to the restoration of confidence 
by the establishment of reciprocal 
security. The conflict was pro- 
longed for month after month. 
No final result was achieved dur- 
Ing 1923, but by the close of that 
year the darkest moment was 
passed.

It In an old jost that those who 
livo in a placo usually know least 
about It; without making so 
sweoping a statement, it is prob- 
ably safe to say that many in- 
hobitants. of Hong Kong only 
know by slight as much of tho 
Jorritories as muy be seen from 
tho traln on routo to Fanling, ot 
from the motor roads. Thoy sco 
somo of the lovoliost sconery In 
the world, but miss any real know- 
lodge of ‘the picturesque villages, 
and the lives of the Inhabitants, 
and do not realise the present or 
‘futuro developmonts of this fertile 
and happy region. For those who 
want to know more and oxplore 
for themselves, this oxcellent little 
book appears opportunely in “the 
finest “walking weather,” and the 
schools, whose new year is bogin- 
ning, will weleome it too. 

The first section gives a detail- 
ed nccount of the leased Terrl- 
torles under such hendings as 
Population, Physical Character, 
Villnges, Transport, Occupations, 
and History, and contains a 
wealth of accurate and Interesting 
fnformation. ' The railway journcy 
from Kowloon to the border is 
deserlbed In sugh. a way as to 
Indfeate the chief points of inter- 
est visible from the train, and 
there is a fuccinct“account of the 
motor roads, including tho pro- 
jented rond to Sail Kung which 
will open up the loveliest part of 
the Territories and bring the for- 
elgner into touch with tho rare 
and attractive charm of a still 
remote nnd primitive agricultural 
civilisation, The notes on the 
Ferries aro particularly valuable 
na these are little known to most 
Europeans and provide some of 
the ploasantest oxcursfons for 
those who want to avold the 
henten track.

R.100°S LONG FLIGHT 


_ Safe Return After 13% 
Hours in Air

The airship R-100 which loft 
Cardington’ soon after nine 
o'clock yesterday morning witli 
68 persons on board. was moored 
at Cardington mast late last night 
after a filyht of nearly thirteen 
and a half hours,

Adjusting Tappets 

Motor cars change at such a pace 
that it is foolhardy to use any rule 
that applied to servicing a cor a 
few years ago, unless that rule is 
brought down to date with improve- 
ments of ite own. This applies to 
so simple a process as adjusting 
tappets. Most owners know that a 
good job of this sort cannot be done 
unless the engine is warmed up. 
But every day brings ita story. of 
owners who ‘have run into difficul- 
ties with thia simple work, It's all 
because they forget that the valve 
compartment of the newer engines 
{s automatically lubricated. Often 
they remove the cover plates and 
then start to run the engine until 
it is warmed up. They may even 
{drive the car with the plates re- 
* moved: 
. = ° 
Tyrea and Brakes 
. Many motorists like to make tho 
most of the rapid acceleration 
of which modern cars aro capable. 
Tho offect of this on tyre wear fs 
not susceptible -to accurate 
moasuremont, ‘states the Dunlop 
Pordriau Co., but it has been prov- 
ed that wheel slippago {58 almost 
always set up, causing temporarily 
ultra-rapid tread wear duo to 
abrasion againat the rond surface. 
As rogards braking, somo, owners 
use thelr cars In for moro congost- 
ed districts thon others, whore con- 
stant broking {is nacessary, others 
aro in the habit of using their 
brakes conatantly, “driving on tho 
biakes.” Othors sqldom tse thoir 
brakes except in an omorgency. A 
test vehicle -was run at 36 m.p.h. 
and stopped every quarter of a 
mile, with tho result that half tho 
tread rubbor wore off in 108 miles; 
the sanmo car, driven at tho same 
speed, but stopped ‘avery mile, wore 
off half the tread in 3,100 miles. 
Tho rapid improvemont in car por- 
formance during the past fow years 
haa brotight those.partieular fac- 
tors into prom{nenco, as they aro 
the things In which the modern car

+ Tho car owner who wants to de- 
monstrate his mechanical know:

Many, mechanics make this. error: 
In thls sort of work evenness of ad- 
justment is important. First it is 
notessary to remove all of tho 
platons and connecting rod assem- 
biles, and then adjust the contre 
benring firat. Tho required number 
of shims, only a few at rhosb 
should be peeled, tenting cach time 
by temporarily reassembling the 
linora and cap. .

1 suppose ft is impossible to make 
gn unobsorvant person really ob- 
servant; but ho simply must be im- 
proved ff he is to bevome a good 
driver. Observation at ‘the wheot 
partnkes very largely of tho nature 
of the Indlan’s tracking instinct, 
Signs of the rondside which are 
not apparent to the uninitiated, or 
the unobscrvant, are read like an 
open book, and most, if not all, 
evontualities anticipnted before the 
necessity for heavy braking or 
swerving arises. It is a sclence— 
bat a science upon which it ty im- 
possible to write a text-book. 
Eyes Vary Enormously , 
_ Every little thing on the rond and 
the rondside means something; and 
when you get two or more such 
things, the possibilities of the com- 
bination meaning something quite 
different are infinite. Sometimes 
the most expert ‘ind considerate of 
drivers cannot read the story clenr- 
ly—but then he knows there Is a 
fxeneral need for care, in order not

MEETING A LION 


“Sit Still in the Car 
Without Speaking ” 


An official notice fasued by the 
Chief Game, Warden of 'the Kruger 
National Park, South Africa, con- 
tains some useful hints for tourists 
on what to do when meoting a Hon 
in its natural state. With Improv- 
ed motor roads through the Nation-. 
al Park ond the erection of . reat 
houses, the number of visitors de- 
siring to sce the vast collection of 
wild game, and particularly the 
lions, is rapidly increasing. In 
order to inspire confidence among 
those unused to wild conditions, 
the Board of Control have, aso 
tentative measure, allowed one fire- 
arm per car to bo carried “for da- 
fensive purposes only.” In thie 
concession lurks a possible danger, 
not only to the visitors theniselves, 
but also to the permanent Park 
staff, i 

The lion, contrary to popular 
conception, says the Chiof Warden, 
is naturally rather a lazy, good. 
natured animal, only dangerous to 
men by night when In a starving 
condition or by day when wounded 
or cornered, or, in the caso . of 
females, in defence of young. In 
the Park, the supply of natural 
food is so plentiful that Hons aro 
never badly pressed by their 
stomachs, and not once in the Inst 
27 years has there been a single 
case of an unprovoked attack by a 
Non. 

Lions who approach a car are 
merely setuated by an unbounded 
curiosity. The visitor who ‘at once 
grabs his firearm does no harm so 
far, but there might be great harm 
should the weapon be discharged, 
and the bullet hit and wound the 
lion. 

A lion thus crippled is henco- 
forth temporarily or permanently 
debarred from capturing its ni ‘ral 
prey, and becomes a constant dan- 
ger to all passing that way. Apart 
from hunger altogether, « wounded 
lion is a dangerous beast to ap- 
proach, even accidentally. 

“In the event of encountering a 
troop of lions, or caven a single 
animal,” says the Warden, “a fow 
blasts on the motorcar hooter will 
probably send them off at a trot. 
Such animals will never attack, and 
any heaitation they may show in 
going awny may safely be put down 
to pure curiosity without any 
malice.” : ‘ 

Another point which visitors 
should bear in mind is that a 
lioness with young cubs fs as ac- 
tive and flerce in their defonco as, 
any other female, and considerably 
more dangerous than most, Sho 
does not know that no harm js in- 
tended, that perhaps only a photo- 
graph is required,

found that if one remains perfectly 
still and mnkes no furthor attempt 
to advarice, a Noness, after a first

away, she will suddenly turn and

PETROL | 


Qualities And 
Attributes 


Apart from our food the moat 
vital necessity in the world to-day 
is motor aplrit, commonty called 
“petrol,” and yet how many of the 
milllons of poopla who are driving 
motor vehiclas overy day have any 
Iden of what it Is and where It 
comes from? (aska W. H. Goddard 
in the “Autocar"). 

Petrol Js a product of pure petro- 
loum, which is found In mary parts 
of the world, and it Js produced 
from this crude petroloum by a pro- 
cosas enlled distillation. In the year 
1869 the first petroleum woll waa 
drillod in Ponnaylvania, U.S.A,, by 
Colonel Drake, and in 1860 the total 
world’s productlon of crude petro- 
leum was only 600,000 barrels. In- 
eidontally, ona‘barro] is equal to 36 
imperial gallons. “In the year 1928 
the world's production amounted to 
no fewer than 1,322,896,000 barrels, 
equal to over 46 thousand millions 
of gallons! i

Canada, France and  Czechor 
Slovakia, and.even in Britain our 
one well produced a few tons. 
Crude petroleum is won from the 
depths of the earth by drilling 
deop wella, the depth varying from 
2,000 fect to 4,000 fect generally, 
although a record depth has been 
reached in Texas, where the oil 
was. found at the enormous depth 
of 8,626 feet, or over 144 miles! 
In some eases the oil flows to the 
surface, and {n others it has to 
be pumped from the well. 


Origin of Petrol 


It is now gonerally accepted by 
the sciontific world that the orl- 
gin of these enormous  subter- 
rancan deposits of this valuablo 
mineral is organic, i.e, tha result 
of the distilintion. by the heat 
and pressure of the earth of both 
animal and vogetable matter dur. 
ing a period of hundreds of thou- 
sands of years. The. location: of 
these deposits is a very’ difficult 
operation, but by studying surface 
Indications and_ the geological 
formation, ond latterly by the ald 
of deficnte geophysical instru. 
ments, geologists can form a very 
wood idea of the probability of 
finding ofl. The only sure test, 
of course, js the drill, but drilling 
to these depths is a very expen 
alve operation, and many hun ireds 
of thousands of pounds have been 
loat In drilling’ dry holes. 


Storage and Refining 


The crude oil 
found, it ia then run Into huge 
ateel tanks on the off field and 
later is led into pipe lines and 
pumped away to thu storage tanks 
nt the refinery. These pipo lines 
nro often many hundred miles in 
length, and at frequent Intervals 
there are “boosting” stations 
where pumps work to force tho 
oi] along. to the next section, and

In duc courso the ofl fs pass- 
ed into the stills and subjected to 
the process of heating. This ts 
the process of distillation pro- 
viously referred to.

“vital necessity” In gaseous form. 
The vapour {s passed to collecting 
chambors, whore it !s cooled, and 
condensed into liquid form. .This 
{s our petrol, but as ‘yet unwash- 
od and not perfect enough for or- 
dinary uso. It is then washed 
and purified, and finally results 
ais the water-white Iquid ‘which 
wo une in cars ond lorries overy 
day. , 

Tho temperature at which this 
opirit js produced is about 160 
deg. ©. By further ralaing tho 
temperature of tho atills, up to 
about 500 deg. C., the residue of 
the crude oll gives off anothor 
well-known product, fa, korasono. 
After that come lubricating ofla, 
xas oll, and other products, but, 
wo are only concerned with our 
much-noeded potrol. This procosa 
is known as “stralght distillation,” 
and producos generally about 26 
to 80 por cont, of potrol-from tho 
crude potroloum, varying with tho 
quality and district of productlon, 
Lower grado crudos, auch as hoavy 
Moxlean ofl, only glvo about 4 to 
4 por cont, of -petrol, but they 
aro tndd for the production of 
heavy: fuel -oll for burning undor 
hollors and for producing asphalt,

od of a spirit of low boiling 
point, similar In. many ways to 
straight ‘run petrol. This spirit 
has, however, many disadvantagos: 
but when blended with atraight 
run petrot it makes a vory ‘good 
motor asplrit with certain anti- 
knock proporties. : 
Enormous quantities of 
cracked spifit are made in the 
US.A., and,in Britain there are 
also a few cracking plants work- 
ing. With this ald the crude 
petroleum can be made to produce 
as much as 65 to.75 por cant, of 
motor spirit, During the laat 


{few months another procesa, call- 


ed “hydrogonation,” has boon 
evolved which promises to’ go ati} 
further in this direction. 

What is Petrol? 


Next ‘comes the question: “What 
fs petrol, and how can It be made 
to supply the power for driving 
our cars?” Potro) {s a liquid 
hydro-carbon, and {ts composition 
is approximately 84 por, cent, car- 
bon and 10 per cont. hydrogen. 
Its temperature of apontancous 
Ignition is about 265 deg, centt 
grade. When this IMquid . is 
vaporised and mixed with alr, In 
the proportion of about. 150 Ib. of 
air to 1 1b. of petrol, it results 
tn a very highly explosive mixture 
of yas, which, when highly com- 


this | 


pressad In a cylindor of on ongino, 
and thon fired by an eloctrie 
spark, - provides tha nocessaty 
powor to drivo our cars. 

This Introduces a subject which 
fa vory important but vory little 
undorstood: that Is, the pheno 
monon known, popularly as: “pink: 
ing” or “knocking.” ‘All - motor- 
ists of nny oxporionco know the 
unplensant metallic hammoring 
which ‘tukes placo when thelr on- 
‘ginos are suddenly called on to 
do extra work at low rates of rae 
volution, Tho oxplanation. of this 
is as followa:—Whon tho oxplo- 
sivo mixture, or gas, [a highly 
compressed and at a temporaturo 
approaching {ts solf-ignition point, 
and is then flred by tho apark, 
only o part of the gas Js ignit- 
ed. Tho unburnt portion of tho 
gasis then further comprossed 
and its tompaernture rises cone 
sidorably, This heat cannot be 
disaipntad fast cnough, ond thore- 
fore the rising temperature finale 
ly ignites the unburnt gases sot- 
ting up an oxploalvo wave “out of 
time,” and causing’ the metallic 
hammering commonly known and 
causos tho engine to lose power. 

If this pinking 1s allowed to 
poraist it will cause the tempera- 
ture of the cylinder to rise still 
further, and = the sparking plug 
points will then get so hot that 
they will fire the gas In the cylin- 
dor before it is finally compress- 


ed, and before the spark haa been: 


produced, This is what is known 
as pre-lgnition, and must not be 
{confused with knocking. The 
two are quite distinct, 

Pinking depends on the rate of 
burning of the gas, and this is 
Iimited by the compression work- 
‘od. Most modern cars have a 
compression ratio of about 4% to 
1, which gives an actual compres- 
sion pressure of about GO to 70 
lb. per square inch. This is 
sometimes too high for the brands 
of. petrol generally available, and 
is the reason why most cars 
“pink” when made to do extra 
work at low rates of revolution. 
This subject is really a very in- 
trieate one, and .many factors 
must bo taken into account to ex- 
Plain It thoroughly.

Five Days’ Grace for 
Ironsides 


THE HAINAN CAMPAIGN 


+ Canton, Yesterday, 

It is undorstood that many of 
the Ironside remnants have 
Perlshed during the recent severe 
cold weather, as. they were wear’ 
ng light unfforms ver since 
thelr uprising at Ichang. 

As ao morciful act, General Chan 
Chai-tong has instructed the 
forces at the front: (in Kwangal) 
temporarily to cease = fhting: In 
Liuchow. Meanwhile five alays’ 
‘grace’ js givon to the Ironsides to 
; surrender, falling which they will 
run the risk of being entirely ux: 
terminated. 

According .to official circles, the 
Commander-in-Chief, General Chan 


Chai-tong, will remain in Wuchow. 
to direct operations. The rumour 
that he will return to Canton fs 
without foundation, 


Bandit Suppresuion 


After landing his marines from 
Pu-chien and Ma-hau-keng in pur- 
suit of the bandits who have 
hidden-themselves in the moun- 
tains of Hainnn Islands, Admiral 
Chan Chak has wired to the local 
authorities, requesting the des 
patch-of ‘aeroplanes to bomb tho 
bandita ot of their nest, 


According to report, the ban- 
dits, numbering about 4,000, 
under tho leadership of Yih Tai- 
sin and Heung Si-yang, who now 
occupy Hainam, have been gullty 
of every sort of depredation 
against the people. After the up- 
rising of the bandits, practically 
all the wealthy merchants remov- 
ed to Hong Kong and other places 
to avold being plundered. Those 
who could not leave their business 
have been subjected to daily ex- 
tortion of moncy at the hands of 
the bandits. 


International Radio 


An international radio station 
will soon be constructed at Can- 
ton as a result of the decision 
arrived at by the National Gov- 
ernment. Mr. Wal Tsing-yu, an 
engineer, has been deapntched to 
Canton to make investiyations. 


River Conservancy 


The Kwangtung River Conaer- 
vancy Association held its 4th 
meeting on January 16, with Mr. 
Koo Ying-fan presiding.

US. Naval Delegates in 
Plymouth 


MR. STIMSON’S S STATEMENT 
Rugby, Last Night. 

Mr, HL. L. Stimson, the Chief Ameri- 
ean delegate to the Naval Conference, 
met a large gathering of Press repre: 
sentatives yeaterday evening and made 
a short informal statement. He re- 
marked that the landing of the Ameri- 
enn delegation at Plymouth, a town 
which had peculiarly intereating asso- 
clations for Americans was a good 
omen of the future. He snic that his 
private talk with Mr, Ramsay ”Mac- 
Donaky hnd been very pleasant, and 
added that the American delegates 
would call formally on the Prime 
Minister at No. 10, Downing Strect to- 
day. He intended to meet the delegates 
of the other Powers before the confor- 
ence, and would probably meet tho 
representatives of France and Italy 
to-morrow.' The American delegates 
were full of hope that the conference 
would bo successful. 

M. Brinnd arrived from Paris this 
evening, M. Tardieu, the French 
Premier, arrives from The Hague to- 
morrow morning. M. Leygues and 
the other French delegates will travel
